WASHINGTON Prospects for a government 
insurance plan appeared to be sinking fast 
Tuesday as lawmakers returned to Capitol 
Hill a day ahead of a major health care 
speech by President Obama. 

House Majority Leader Steny Hoyer (D- 
Md.) told reporters a Medicare-like plan for 
middle-class Americans and their families 
isn’t essential for him to back legislation. 
Hoyer’s comments came shortly after a key 
Democratic moderate said he could no lon- 
ger back a bill that includes a new govern- 
ment plan.

als in a quandary. Progressives have drawn a 
line, saying they won't vote for legislation if 
it doesn’t include a public plan to compete 
with private insurance companies and force 
them to lower costs. 

In the Senate, where there’s even less 
support for the idea, hopes for bipartisan 
agreement hung in the balance. A small 
group of negotiators on the pivotal Finance 
Committee prepared to meet in a last-ditch 
effort to reach consensus on a compromise 
bill. A draft of the latest proposal calls for 
nonprofit co-ops as an alternative to private 
insurance, but not a government plan. 

Hoyer prefaced his comments by saying 
he supports a public option and considers it 
“of vital importance.” But is it a must-have? 

“T think there is a lot in the bill that is 


the Democratic Party. But Republicans are 
adamantly opposed, saying it’s the first step 
to a government takeover of health care. 
Defeating the government plan also is the 
top priority for the insurance industry, and 
hospitals, doctors and drugmakers have their 
own concerns about it. 

WHAT IT MEANS: A public plan could 
expand coverage at a lower cost to 
taxpayers, but it may also put insurers

very good in addition to the public option,” 
Hoyer responded. “If the public option 
were not in there I could still support a bill, 
because I think there is a lot in there that 
is good.” 

He added: “In the final analysis, we'll have 
to come down to see what we can pass.” 

Hoyer’s comments followed a 180-degree 
turn by Rep. Mike Ross (D-Ark.), who took 
the lead in July in negotiating changes to 
House Democrats’ health overhaul bill to 
make it more palatable to moderates. He 
voted for the legislation in committee with 
a public plan. 

But Ross said Tuesday that after hearing 
from constituents during the August recess 
he could not support a bill with a public 
plan.

Once again, it’s time to peer into Apple Inc. CEO 
Steve Jobs’ crystal ball. 

Apple, as usual, has said almost nothing 
about the new products it plans to unveil at 
an invitation-only affair Wednesday in San 
Francisco. In recent years, the Cupertino, Calif.- 
based company has used its September event to 
unveil new iPods. 

Playing their part, bloggers and Apple fans 
have filled the vacuum with “leaks,” rumors 
and wish-list items. Consider also Wednesday’s 
auspicious date—9/9/09—which has added fuel 
to the fire. For a while, the date itself seemed to 
portend that Apple might finally have scored 
the right to sell the Beatles’ music on iTunes. 
Beatlemania-infected Apple fans also point to the 
recurrence of the number nine in band lore. 

A person familiar with the situation told the 
AP there’s no Beatles-Apple deal. The person 
was not authorized to talk about the matter and 
spoke on condition of anonymity. A statement 
from EMI, the Beatles’ record label, said simply 
that discussions on digital distribution continue.

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Oprah pulls off spectacular show on Magnificent Mile

Oprah Winfrey got Chicago to do quite a 
dance. 

As the Black Eyed Peas launched into “I 
Gotta Feeling” from the stage looking north 
on Michigan Avenue from just north of the 
bridge, the thousands of audience members 
crowding those blocks stood dead still, arms 
at their sides. But soon the folks upfront were 
waving their hands in sync, and, heading back 
from the stage, each section sprung to life until 
everyone was waving, shimmying, outstretch- 
ing their arms, crouching and clapping as one 
in an intricate, lengthy routine. 

As a spectacle it was impressive, sure to be 
the highlight of the 24th season debut of “The 
Oprah Winfrey Show,” airing Thursday. 

As symbolism it may have been even more 
undeniable: Look what complicated choreog- 
raphy the city of Chicago can pull off when 
everybody works together. 

“Chicago, I love you! That was the coolest 
thing ever!” the talk show queen, clad in a yel- 
low top with her hair pulled back in a pony- 
tail, called out to the crowd right afterward. 
Audience members had been told the dance 
would be a surprise to Oprah, and she called 
it “a real shockarooney,” though it’s hard to 
believe that she would allow something so 
massive to take place on her show without her 
knowledge. 

Oprah, after all, had gotten the city to shut 
down a key stretch of North Michigan Avenue 
for 2'/, days so she could tape her show, spark- 
ing an intense debate over whether the arrange- 
ment with an enthusiastic Mayor Daley was a 
boon to Chicago and its image or a sop to a 
powerful TV figure that would inconvenience 
local businesses and commuters. 

“For us to have this kind of marketing to get 
people to think twice about Chicago in their 
travel plans is huge,” said John Chikow, presi- 
dent and CEO for the Greater North Michigan 
Avenue Association, noting that officials from 
Winfrey's Harpo Productions reached out to 
the city in mid-August. 

“For the inconvenience, it’s well worth it,” 
said Jill Lipkin, taking in the scene from the 
Wrigley Building’s courtyard with her husband 
and 4-month-old son. “Not many cities can 
shut down and have Oprah and all those great 
performers.” 

But for those judging the event on its han- 
dling of large crowds in an open public space,

the verdict was mixed. 

Despite the show’s pledge to keep the side- 
walks open, by early afternoon pedestrians were 
being allowed to walk only southbound over 
the top level of the Michigan Avenue bridge, 
and later the walkway was completely cut off. 
Police and security officers told passersby to 
keep moving if they idled anywhere near the 
stage. 

Crowd control inside the barricades had 
grown even dicier. Audience members who 
arrived anywhere from 3:30 to 6 a.m. com- 
plained that the lines got scrambled, and a 
mini-scrum for positioning resulted in a woman 
crying as her foot got stuck in the barricade. 

As showtime approached, onstage announc- 
ers repeatedly asked audience members to make 
some room. “It doesn’t look good when people 
are getting squashed,” one announcer said. 

But once the taping started around 5:15 p.m., 
the good vibes took over. Oprah gave as much 
love to her city as she got back, calling Chicago 
the “best city in the US.A.” before quickly mak- 
ing her praise international and calling it “the 
most fabulous city in the world.” 

After the Black Eyed Peas’ appearance, she 
gave the first of repeated shout-outs to Richard 
and Maggie Daley in the audience and repeat- 
ed the phrase “Thank you, Chicago!” so many 
times it could have been the basis of a lethal 
drinking game. 

Jennifer Hudson, making her first public 
appearance since giving birth last month, got 
some hometown love as well. After singing 
“T’m Every Woman,” she paused to take in the

view from the stage. “All the way down to Ohio 
Street,” Oprah told her. 

Later, the setting turned magical as the crowd 
sang sweetly along to James Taylor’s acoustic 
version of “You’ve Got a Friend,” while the 
darkening sky turned a soft blue. 

And although Winfrey felt compelled to 
mention “all the haters” who complained about 
the Michigan Avenue closure, she ended with a 
good old-fashioned plug: “I always say the best 
place to shop is here on the Magnificent Mile. 
And from the bottom of our hearts, thank you, 
Chicago!”

Anybody watching Oprah Winfrey’s 24th 
season premiere party might get the impres- 
sion that this woman, as much as no-ketchup 
hot dogs and O’Hare layovers, is Chicago. 

In asense, it’s true. 

She is certainly the most famous 
Chicagoan who doesn’t happen to be 
the president, maybe the most famous 
Chicagoan without qualification. Politicians 
come and go; Oprah is eternal. 

But the relationship is more complicated 
than it would appear. In the bigger picture, 
Winfrey, for all the deification, is zm the city, 
at least for more than 100 show tapings a 
year, but not really of the city. We can try 
to claim her, as when she joins the local 
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Oprah’s in a league of her own 


celebrities touting the city’s Olympic bid, 
but, really, she exists somewhere above and 
beyond. 

Except for the lucky few hundred who 
manage to get tickets to each taping, her 
show, most of the time, operates in a bubble 
of limos and airports, of big-name guests 
shuttled into town and back out again. 

Although she donated a cool $1 million to 
develop Millennium Park, site of last year’s 
season-opening party, Winfrey’s principal 
charitable giving has been elsewhere, espe- 
cially to the school she started in Africa. 

She doesn’t make the local black-tie party 
scene. “In five years I’ve worked here, I’ve 
never been to a party with her,” says Korey 
Karnes Huyler, editor in chief of Chicago 
Social. 


As for residence, she has become more 
closely identified with her Santa Barbara, 
Calif., estate. 

And she does little local press. The 
Tribune tried for most of last decade to 
get her to sit down for a full-fledged 
profile. 

Although she has, to her credit, chosen to 
keep taping her show here, and although she 
began Tuesday’s show by shouting “Greatest 
city in the world,” Winfrey became so big, so 
fast, that she transcended place. 

Our celebrities are athletes and newsread- 
ers, the occasional musician. Our celebrities 
have two names. 

Winfrey is something else, the global 
brand that you forget is also a company with 
a headquarters somewhere specific.

The four face several 
felony charges, including 
desecration of human 
remains, conspiracy to 
dismember human bod- 
ies and theft.

in prison. Authorities also have said they made 
more than $300,000 reselling the plots. 

Authorities raided the Alsip cemetery, which 
is the resting place of civil rights-era lynch- 
ing victim Emmett Till and other prominent 
African-Americans, in July. 

The arrests made international headlines 
and prompted thousands of people to visit the 
historic black cemetery to try to determine if 
their loved ones were among those graves that 
were disturbed.

Blagojevich launches 
TV blitz for new book

NEW YORK Former Gov. Rod Blagojevich 
launched another media offensive Tuesday 
as he went on news shows to proclaim his 
innocence and plug his new book. 

Speaking with the Tribune after an appear- 
ance on CBS’ “The Early Show,” the Chicago 
Democrat described himself as a victim of 
an overzealous prosecutor and other politi- 
cal enemies. 

He also defended the high-profile per- 
sona he has maintained since his arrest last 
December, including the memoir being 
released Tuesday. Blagojevich was indicted in 
April with 16 criminal counts including rack- 
eteering conspiracy and wire fraud. 

“When you have been maligned, when you 
have been slandered, you want to shout from 
the mountaintop that it ain’t so,” Blagojevich 
said. “I don’t have a mountaintop, so I did the 
next best thing and wrote a book.” 

In his 259-page memoir, Blagojevich lik- 
ens his demise to a Shakespearean tragedy as 


he outlines the alleged betrayals, jealousies 
and family feuds that he says resulted in his 
impeachment and criminal indictment ear- 
lier this year. 

The book falls short of the explosive tell- 
all that Blagojevich promised after his Dec. 
9 arrest on wide-ranging corruption charges. 
Rather, it repeats the public stance the ex- 
governor has maintained throughout the 
investigation and lobs only a few small bombs 
at his rivals. 

In keeping with his long-held position that 
he has been victimized by political enemies 
and “unethical” prosecutors, Blagojevich pri- 
marily blames his downfall on five people: 
House Speaker Michael Madigan, Illinois 
Atty. Gen. Lisa Madigan, US. Atty. Patrick 
Fitzgerald, convicted influence peddler 
Antoin “Tony” Rezko and his father-in-law, 
Richard Mell G3rd). 

“Tm fighting powerful forces,” he said. 
“And the only way to fight powerful forces is 
with the simple truth.” 

Blagojevich denies he tried to sell Barack 
Obama’s senate seat—the most sensational 
charge in the indictment against him. Instead, 
he said he planned to appoint Lisa Madigan

The contract would require the city 
to cover cost overruns beyond the 
$750 million already backed by the city and 
state. Olympic organizers say insurance 
policies would protect the public, making 
it unlikely they would even dip into the 
$750 million. 

To some extent, Tuesday’s vote was sym- 
bolic—aldermen already approved a mea- 
sure in January that gave Daley approval to 
sign the host city contract. 

But Daley then encountered some sum- 
mer opposition after he said while over- 
seas in June that the city would financially 
guarantee the Games. Aldermen said they 
had approved no such thing—though 
their assent was included in their January 
vote to back a $500 million city financial 
guarantee. 

Daley responded by saying the Council 
would take another vote before he signs 
the contract. The full council is expected 
to consider the Olympics ordinance on 
Wednesday.

DNA links man to 9 slain women 


MILWAUKEE A Milwaukee man authori- 

ties say is linked by DNA to the slayings 
of nine women since 1986 was captured by 
police after an alert officer spotted his car at 
a motel, authorities said. 

Walter E. Ellis, 49, has been charged in the 
deaths of two of the nine victims, and more 
charges are expected this week, prosecutors 
said Monday. 

Ellis had been in trouble with the law 
before. He pleaded no contest in 1998 to a 
reduced charge of second-degree reckless 
injury and served three years of a five-year 
sentence, police Chief Edward Flynn said. 
That wasn’t enough to raise red flags, Flynn 
added, and it was only in recent years that 
DNA technology evolved enough to connect

the cases to the sus- 
pect, the chief said. 

“Yes, he does have 
a criminal history,” 
Flynn said. “His

Police began to focus on Ellis after his 
name surfaced in connection with a number 
of unsolved homicides, Flynn said. The chief 
would not be more specific. 

Ellis was arrested days after police matched 
a DNA sample from his toothbrush to sam- 
ples from the victims.

However, the law 
did not apply retroactively to prisoners 
already behind bars, so authorities did not 
take Walter E. Ellis’ DNA sample at the time, 
said assistant district attorney Kent Lovern.

It is the opportunity of legacy that drives me to support Chicago’s bid. | witnessed the great benefits 
that occurred in Atlanta because of the 1996 Games, and Chicago’s diverse communities have already 
raised great leaders such as Mayor Harold Washington and our current president, Barack Obama. 
Think about what could happen with the inspiration of the Olympic Games. 


When Chicagoans look back on their Olympic Legacy many years from now, they will see an effort 
that redefined the future of the city and inspired a whole new generation of leaders. That’s a dream 
worth realizing.

Given my personality, there are three days 
out of 10 that I’m lying in bed, staring at the 
ceiling, going, “Oh my god, what am I doing?

Why did you want to create a show about 
a high school glee club? 

I was in show choir at Prospect High School. I didn’t particu- 
larly find it enjoyable, and it still strikes me as weird that people 
dress up in sequins and perform song-and-dance numbers. But, 
at the same time, I find it interesting that there is something in 
everybody, a longing for something transcendent, particularly 
ina place like Mt. Prospect, a place that’s very suburban and 
normal and plain. Even in places like that, there’s this desire to 
shine. That’s fascinating and very funny to me, especially when 
people try to accomplish this through show choir—which, to 
me, is inherently a little ridiculous. 


How did this turn into a TV show? 

I studied theater in college at Loyola University Chicago. I 
was an actor in Chicago and then an actor in New York. But 

I had never written much besides some sketch stuff in high 
school and some terrible plays in college. In August in 2005, I 
literally bought “Screenwriting for Dummies.” And I sat down 
and wrote the first draft. A friend of mine {in L.A.} knew Ryan 
Murphy from the gym, and he gave Ryan a copy of the script. 
As it turns out, Ryan grew up in Indiana and had been in show 
choir through college, which is hilarious. So Ryan came back 
and said, “I get this world.” 


Are there parts of the show based on your days at Prospect? 
When I’m writing scenes I invariably picture Prospect High 
School. Like one of my classmates got rolled down a hill ina 
Porta-Potty, which is terrible. That never happened to me, 
thank God. There were the drive-by eggings. I remember my 
honors physics teacher, who was a fantastic educator but a bit 
{humorless}. One class nailed all his lawn furniture to the roof.

The entire back catalog of the Beatles 
gets spiffed up and rolled out one more 
time on CD on Wednesday. What’s new? 
The sound is improved, benefiting 
from two decades of technological 
improvements. And the packaging 

is slightly better, with terse, just-the- 
facts-ma’am recording notes; extra 
pictures; and short, infomercial-style 
videos on the making of each album 
(accompanying the stereo versions 
only). 

Is that enough to justify repurchasing 
the catalog? | can’t say that it does. 

The sonic improvements in the stereo 
releases, while welcome and in some 
instances discernible on even mediocre 
playback devices, will be appreciated 
(for the most part) only by the die-hards 
who are familiar with every Mellotron 
flourish and French-horn riff. 

It’s ashame the mono mixes aren't 
more readily accessible to the average 
fan at an affordable price. Packaging 
the mono and stereo versions together 
would've allowed Beatlemaniacs 
to indulge their fetish by endlessly 
comparing the two mixes. For a band so 
obsessive and innovative about sound, 
often creating multiple versions and 
mixes of the same song, it would’ve been 
a fitting way to reassess their legacy. 
Instead, consumers will have to pay big 
bucks to get their hands on the mono 
rarities. Beatles fans deserve better.

Update your fall 
wine wardrobe 


Another Chicago summer is about to end. It’s hard to believe, I know. 

As you put away your summer clothes and break out the fall ward- 
robe, consider doing the same with your wine selections. 

During these transitional weeks, I put away the vibrant whites and 
pink-reds of summer in favor of richer and heartier selections that will 
pair well with the bounty of the fall harvest. 

The perfect autumn white wine includes chardonnay and sauvignon 
blanc/semillon blends that have been aged in oak barrels. The oak 
aging not only contributes flavors of cinnamon, nutmeg, vanilla and 
butterscotch, but it also allows the texture of the wine to soften and 
mellow. 

These wines are a wonderful complement to seasonal fall produce 
such as butternut and acorn squash and sweet potatoes. 

Wines that are aged in oak also will often taste of melted butter. This 
flavor component pairs well with cool weather comfort dishes such as 
pastas finished with a cream or brown butter and sage sauce. 

The ideal red wines for fall are selections that feature more weight 
and structure on the palate and are richer and deeper in color. 

For slow-cooked dishes such as coq au vin, short ribs or beef stew, 
you need hearty red wines such as Spanish monastrell and Italian agli- 
anico. Monastrell also is known as mourvedre in France, where it is a 
key blending grape used in Rhone wines. 

Monastrell thrives in the Jumilla region of Spain, where it produces 
a bold and rich wine that also is relatively inexpensive. Aglianico is an 
ancient grape that grows in the Campania and Basilicata regions of 
Italy. It produces a hearty red wine that features flavors of black fruits 
with a slight smoky note. Both of these varietals can provide you with 
just as much warmth and comfort as your favorite sweater.
